The  table  of  classification  of  the  causes  of  death  shows  a  total  of  90  with  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  to  take  its  usual  first  place,  with  cancer  a  close  second. 

The  “Meals  on  Wheels’  service  continued  to  do  the  good  work  of  previous  years  in 
caring  for  the  nutrition  of  the  aged  people  of  the  district. 

In  spite  of  ever  increasing  requests  for  treatment  the  Chiropody  service  continued  its 
good  foot  work  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  aged  and  handicapped  people  in  the  area. 

The  attendance  of  children  at  the  clinic  continued  to  grow  and  the  immunisation 
figures  for  the  district  remained  most  satisfactory. 


I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  I  am  again  obliged  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times. 
To  Mr.  W.  C.  Ranson,  whose  report  follows  mine,  I  owe  a  special  debt  for  his  unstinted 
help  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  of  the  District. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  two  clerical  officers,  Mr.  R.  K.  Nuttall  and  Mrs.  D.  E. 
Seccombe,  who  working  in  the  Area  Health  Office,  have  contributed  to  the  smooth  conduct 
of  affairs.

Department,  during  the  vear  ended  .‘list  December,  I'.Mi!). 

Water  Supplies 

Of  the  72  Samples  of  water  taken  during  the  year  from  various  supply  points  through¬ 
out  the  district  for  bacteriological  examination,  21  shewed  a  quality  of  water  below  Class  1 . 

Of  these  21  samples,  12  were  taken  at  the  request  of  Cleveland  Potash  Limited,  from 
their  temporary  Supply,  prior  to  being  connected  to  the  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water 
Board  mains. 

3  samples  were  from  the  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water  Board  supply  and  as  all 
other  samples  throughout  the  year  taken  from  the  supply  were  Class  1,  it  was  assumed 
that  these  were  defects  of  sampling  and  not  of  the  water. 

The  remaining  6  samples  were  from  the  Private  Supply  to  South  Loftus  and  as  these 
samples  were  interspersed  with  Class  l  samples,  the  poor  results  could  have  been  either 
temporary  contamination  or  sampling  flaws. 

It  was,  therefore  not  felt  necessary  to  take  any  remedial  action  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  water  supplies  during  the  year  under  review. 

Of  the  total  living  accommodation  within  the  district,  it  is  estimated  that  2,801 
dwellinghouses  (providing  accommodation  for  approximately  8,011  persons)  are  supplied 
from  the  piped  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  and  there  are  no  dwellinghouses  supplied 
from  piped  water  mains  by  means  of  stand  pipes.  The  remaining  dwellinghouses  are 
supplied  from  small  private  water  supplies  and  are  situated  in  the  rural  areas  near  the 
boundary  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water  Board  do  not  add  fluoride  to  the  water  supplied 
by  them,  but  the  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  water  varies  between  0.1  and  0.2  parts 
per  million. 

The  bacteriological  examination,  sampling  and  analysis,  including  plumbo  solvency, 
of  the  raw  water  before  passing  to  the  distribution  mains,  is  carried  out  by  the  Tees  Valley 
&  Cleveland  Water  Board,  who  are  the  statutory  water  undertakers  for  the  main  parts 
of  the  Loftus  Urban  District.  Results  of  these  samples  are  not,  therefore,  available  for 
this  report,  but  the  following  table  shews  the  results  of  samples  of  water  taken  at  the 
point  of  supply  to  the  consumer.

Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year,  the  local  medical  practitioners  reported  44  cases  of  sus¬ 
pected  food  poisoning  and  in  this  connection  766  swabs  were  obtained  from  the  patients 
concerned  and  other  close  contacts  and  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Middlesbrough,  for  examination.  In  only  2  cases  were  positive  results  obtained  and 
after  treatment  by  their  own  medical  practitioners,  further  swabs  returned  negative 
results. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1965 

During  the  year,  226  inspections  were  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1965,  and  85  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  noted.  These 
were,  however,  only  minor  infringements  and  were  remedied  by  informal  action.  The 
general  standard  of  hygiene  in  all  food  premises  was  found  to  be  very  good. 

It  was  not  practicable  to  continue  the  periodic  swabbing  of  all  persons  employed  in 
the  handling  of  food  dining  the  year,  but  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  possible  to  continue  this 
practice  in  future  years.

Licensed  Premises 

During  the  year,  43  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  18  licensed  premises  within 
the  area  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Brewery  Companies  concerned  in  addition  to 
the  remedying  of  various  minor  infringements  of  the  various  regulations,  doubles  sinks 
and  drainers  for  the  washing  of  glasses,  were  provided  in  the  majority  of  the  licensed  premises. 


Fish  Frying 

16  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  of  the  5  fish  frying  premises  within  the 
district  and  in  all  cases,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  good  and  the  premises  were  well — 
maintained 


Bakehouses 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  ,  there  were  5  bakehouses  operating  within  the  district. 
During  the  year,  one  bakehouse,  used  in  connection  with  the  Butchering  trade,  ceased 
to  operate. 

5  minor  infringements  of  the  regulations  found  during  the  25  inspections  carried  out 
were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  total  throughput  of  animals  at  the  2  privately  owned  Slaughterhouses  within 
the  district  was  20,126,  an  increase  of  approximately  2.29%  over  the  previous  year. 

In  order  to  maintain  100%  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered,  761  visits  were  made 
by  your  Inspectors  during  the  year  and  a  rota  system  was  operated  to  cover  5ank  Holiday 
periods  and  other  times  when  slaughtering  was  carried  on  outside  normal  office  hours. 

Both  Slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during  the  year 
and  as  a  result  of  co-operation  between  your  Inspectors  and  the  owners,  it  was  not  necessary 
to  control  the  times  of  slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1966. 

5  tons  7  cwts.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  as  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  the  whole  of  this  meat  was  subject  to  voluntary  surrender.

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Sanitary  Accommodation 

4  conversion  to  waters  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  bringing  the 
total  number  of  houses  in  this  system  to  2.S2N.  Of  the  22  houses  without  water  carriage 
system  of  sewage  disposal,  I  I  houses  are  accessible  to  a  sewer,  but  the  remaining  I  I  houses 
have  no  sewer  available  at  the  present  time. 

Owners  of  all  properties  are  encouraged  to  carry  out  the  necessary  conversion,  either 
by  connecting  to  the  public  sewer  or  by  the  use  of  septic  tanks  and  filter  installations 
and  advice  i;  freely  given  on  the  various  grants  available  towards  the  cost  of  this  work. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  complaints  regarding  fouling  of  the  beaches  by  the  disposal  of  sewage  direct  to 
the  sea  were  receive  during  the  year 

The  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  sewer  to  Liverton  Village  is  still  in  abeyance,  due 
to  the  uncertain  future  use,  if  any,  of  land  situated  along  the  line  of  the  proposed  sewer. 

The  survey  carried  out  by  Messrs,  S.  Cussons  &  Partners,  Consulting  Civil  &  Structural 
Engineers,  was  concluded  during  the  year  and  it  would  appear  from  their  report  that 
the  existing  main  trunk  sewer  is  in  a  reasonable  condition,  with  the  exception  of  one  short 
section  requiring  major  repair,  and  can  accommodate  sewage  from  all  the  proposed  housing 
developments  presently  envisaged  by  the  Council,  provided  that  the  future  drainage 
work  uses  a  separate  system  of  drainage  and  storm  water  is  not  admitted  to  the  Council’s 
main  sewerage  system.  Any  major  development  to  the  South  of  Loftus  would  require  a 
re-appraisal  of  the  position. 

The  co-operation  between  local  contractors  engaged  on  drainage  work  and  my  depart¬ 
ment  continues  to  be  very  good  and  advice  regarding  drainage  layouts  and  the  use  of 
septic  tanks  is  freely  given. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  new  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  ‘Pakamatic’  Refuse  Freighter  was  brought  into  use 
during  the  year  and  all  Council  houses  were  included  in  the  paper  sack  system  of  refuse 
collection.  This  enabled  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse  to  be  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  but  it  was  still  necessary  to  augment  the  regular  collection  team  by  the  use  of  addition¬ 
al  transport  and  men,  to  compensate  for  time  lost  during  public  holidays. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Deepdale  Refuse  Tip,  but  due 
to  the  increased  use  of  non-returnable  containers  and  extra  packing  used  on  various  house¬ 
hold  goods,  the  volume  of  refuse  dealt  with  at  the  Deepdale  Tip  has  increased  and  con¬ 
sequently,  more  land  is  being  used  each  year  for  controlled  tipping  than  was  envisaged 
even  5  or  6  years  ago. 

Private  contractors  continue  to  collect  all  refuse  from  the  two  private  slaughterhouses 
within  the  district,  thus  greatly  reducing  any  nuisance  which  could  be  caused  by  this 
type  of  refuse.

Whilst  the  aforementioned  table  shews  an  increase  in  the  number  of  works  in  hand 
over  the  last  year,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that,  in  relation  to  Section  6  (Temperature), 
the  temperature  checks  were  carried  out  during  the  cold  spell  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
under  review  and  as  the  re-visits  were  not  made  before  the  end  of  December,  the  works 
are  shewn  as  outstanding. 

In  the  case  of  Section  8  (Lighting)  these  contraventions  were  due  to  defective  bulbs 
and  not  to  insufficient  lighting  points. 
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With  regard  to  Section  10  (Washing  Facilities),  these  were  due  not  to  the  absence  of 
fittings,  but  to  fittings  being  damaged  and  the  time  taken  by  plumbers  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  works  of  repairs. 

In  connection  with  Section  l(>  (Moors,  Passages  and  Stairs),  these  were  due  to  defects 
becoming  apparent  during  the  year  and  the  time  taken  for  outside  contractors  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  works  of  repair. 

With  reference  to  Section  aO  (Abstract  of  the1  Act),  these  had  previously  been  provide 
by  the  managements,  but  had  been  misplaced  by  momb  ts  of  the  staff  and  further  supplies 
had  not  been  received  from  the  local  stationers. 

W’hilsts  there  are  still  a  number  of  contraventions  of  the  Act  to  be  remedied,  the 
overall  position,  in  relation  to  premises  within  the  Urban  District,  is  fairly  good  and  a 
general  improvement  has  been  made  in  all  premises  since  the  commencement  of  this  Act. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

There  is  now  only  1  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  area.  This  is  seasonal  and  operates 
from  the  1st  April  to  31st  October  in  each  year. 

The  “Sea  View’’  caravan  site,  which  is  w  ithin  the  curtilege  of  the  new  Potash  mining 
site  at  Boulby,  ceased  to  operate  as  a  caravan  site  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

9  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  of  both  these  sites  and  they  were  found 
to  be  well  maintained  and  operating  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Outline  planning  permission  has  been  obtained  for  the  use  of  land  off  Crinkle  Dane  as 
a  caravan  site,  but  the  owner  of  this  land  has  not  yet  submitted  details  of  layouts,  or  made 
formal  application  for  a  licence  to  site  caravans  on  the  land. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  public  conveniences  throughout  the  district  have  once  again  been  the  targets 
for  vandals  and  consequently,  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  repair  has  increased.  Damage 
during  the  year  has  included  the  removal  of  W.C.  chains,  fittings  to  ball  valves,  damage 
to  W.C.  pedestals  and  w'ash  basins  and  the  removal  of  various  sections  of  water  pipes. 
The  damage  to  glazing  of  window's  at  the  Skinningrove  Convenience  became  to  prevalent 
during  the  year  that  it  was  necessary  to  fit  metal  louvres  to  the  lower  halves  of  all  windows 
in  these  conveniences. 

Snow'  Clearance 

In  addition  to  snow  clearing  during  normal  working  hours,  a  number  of  weekends 
were  also  spent  clearing  snow  drifts  from  the  unclassified  roads  within  the  Urban  District. 
These  roads  create  many  problens  for  this  type  of  work,  due  to  their  narrow  construction 
and,  in  most  cases,  being  flanked  by  high  banks  on  either  side  of  the  road. 
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Iii  addition,  as  more  and  more  farms  go  on  to  hulk  storage  of  milk,  which  is  collected 
bv  milk  tankers,  the'  pn  ihlems  will  inerease.  \\  here  larmers  st  ill  use  eh  urns  lor  the  t  ransport 
of  their  milk  to  the  Dairv,  it  is  possible',  by  using  alternative  routes  ac  ross  the  fields,  lor 
the  c  hurns  to  be  transported  to  various  delivery  points,  but  with  the  increasing  tt-e  of 
milk  tankers,  the  clearing  ol  drifts  Irom  roads  leading  to  larms  becomes  more  urgent. 

Your  Inspectors  operated  the  usual  rota  system  throughout  the  winter  months, 
expeciallv  at  weekends,  to  ensure  that  iev  conditions  on  all  roads  received  prompt  attention. 
In  this  connection,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Forecast  Officers  of  the  Meteorologic  al  Office 
.it  Newcastle  for  their  co-operation  in  providing  a  daily  forecast  of  weather  conditions, 
which  greatlv  assisted  vour  Inspectors  in  this  work  and  the  local  Police,  for  their  early 
notification  of  unforseen  iev  conditions  on  roads  during  the  period  midnight  to  7.00  a.m. 

Clean  Air  Act. 

29  observations  were  made  of  industrial  chimneys  in  the  area  during  the  year  and 
in  no  case  was  black  smoke  emitted. 

The  2  atmospheric  pollution  deposit  gauges  were  in  use  for  the  whole  of  the  year. 
That  at  Carlin  Flow  shews  heavy  readings  as  this  was  deliberately  placed  in  close  relation 
to  tire  Ore  tipping  and  transport  area  of  Skinningrove  Ironworks,  in  order  to  monitor 
this  sections  of  the  Works.  The  second  gauge,  situated  at  Skinningrove,  is  at  a  site  chosen 
in  conjunction  with  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  Service  and  during  the  year  gave 
normal  results  for  a  gauge  in  a  classified  industrial  situation. 

The  smoke  filter  apparatus  situated  at  the  Council  Offices  in  Loftus  was  also  used 
from  Aptil,  1909,  for  the  determination  of  Sulphur  Dioride  content  and  the  results  of 
both  readings  for  the  year  were  normal  for  the  type  of  situation  in  which  this  machine 
operates.
